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• THE ACCELERATED PRO- 
GRAM which has been used by 
the Engineering School for the 
past two years will be dropped 
upon completion of the current 
semester, Dean Frederick M. 
Feiker, head of the Engineering 
School, announced yesterday. 

Abolishment of all education* 
al deferments by the armed 
■ervlces has necessitated this 
move. Dean Feiker stated, adding 
however that not very many stu- 
dents will be Inconvenienced by 
this move since students with oc- 
cupational deferments will be able 
to follow the usual peace-time cur- 
ricular. — 

A secondary reason, in the opin- 
ion of Dean Feiker. is that stu- 
dentk need a loaklng-ln period. He 
feels that it is essential for stu- 
dents to have a period of rest from 
Intensified studying and at the 
same time, gainfully employ the 
knowledge learned in the class- 
rooms. 

Three suggestions were submit- 
ted by the faculty of the School to 
ease the abrupt termination of 
this program. First was that en- 
tering freshmen could still take 
three semesters of engineering the 
flrat year since the elementary 
and basic courses ,are offered in 
tummer school anyway. 

The second thought is for occu- 
pationally deferred students to 
take electives during the summer 
term which Includes many of the 
libeial artg courses. 

The final suggestion was that if 
enough men petition Ihe Dean for 
a particular course, it could be 
handled under special arrange- 
ment.
